deployed in the Mekong Delta 
soon, the only area now free of 
American ground forces. How 
many men will be needed in the 
delta, what techniques will they 
use and how much will it cost?

SAIGON, South Viet Nam 


(AP) - South Viet Nam's Me- 
k«ng River delta looks like an 
Oriental picture postcard land. 


Symmetrical 
paddyfields 


sweep in checkboard patterns to 
the horizon. Sloped roof pagodas 
painted 
scarlet and 
yellow 


splash vivid colors amongst the 
green jungle hedgerows. 


Brown, lazy waterways and 


canals wind 25,000 navigable 
miles across the landscape. 


But to U.S. military planners, 


the lush delta is the ugliest part 
of Viet Nam, a place to be 
avoided unless there is no other 
choice. 


There is no other choice now. 


The beautiful delta might well 
be where the ugliest chapter of 
the Viet Nam war is written for 
the United States. 


The problem in the Mekong 


Delta is that there are too many 
people, an estimated 7 million 
clustered along the myriad es- 
tuaries of the Mekong River 
that break out like veins across 
the countryside. 


Aggressive Stance 


An aggressive American mili- 


tary stance among these mil- 
lions might label the U.S. forces 
a colonialist army, a tag avoid- 
ed up to now because American 
forces 
have been 
deployed 


where there are fewer people 
and more room to fight the war 


The fantastic firepower oi 


American artillery pieces anc 
fighter bombers that has meanl 
the difference between defeat 
and victory hi many battles to 
the north could wreak havoc 
among the delta's crowded civil- 
ian population. 


American troops will find the 


enemy harder to identify in the 
delta than anywhere else in the 
country. 
. U.S. infantrymen will soon 
move into the delta because the 
stalemate there between Com 
munist forces and the Vietnam- 
ese army threatens to negate 
the hard-won American military 


military deployment into the 
region would require a full in- 
antry division, with supporting 
mits, at an initial cost of at 
east a billion dollars. 


Anything less than that effort, 


according to the best informed 
American 
and 
Vietnamese 


sources, would result in a mere 
ricking at the edges of the prob- 
em, without gaining any lasting 
change. 


An infantry division is consid- 


ered by these experts as the 
minimum American force need- 
ed to begin carving through the 
military stalemate in the delta 
battlefields. 


A delta division would more 
iclicopters than normally allot- 
ted because the "eagle flight" 
— the rapid, sudden assaults on 
enemy positions in leapfrog pat- 
erns — would be a major 
ghting tactic. 


Division Inventory 


River craft, such as the fiber- 


glass "swimmer support boats" 
already satisfactorily tested in 
he delta, would be required in a 
livision inventory, along with 
.arger river craft 
to move 


roops on the delta waterways. 


A larger inventory of light 


armor would be needed, such as 
the M113 armored personnel 
carrier which in some delta ar- 
eas has been used with devas- 
tating effect. Heavy tanks have 
proved worthless in the soft del- 
ta soils. 


A delta division would neec 


also a considerable psychologi- 
cal warfare budget if it followed 
the pattern of American units 
now in the country. These are 
spending millions of dollars on 
pacification programs in their 
immediate areas. There are 
reports that American military 
involvement in pacification will 
be increased next year. 


Higher Cost 


Based on the estimated cost of 


the Viet Nam war $25 billion in 
the current fiscal year, the bil- 
lion-dollar expense sheet for a 
divisional move into the delta is 
realistic and might even be low, 
the best informed U.S. sources 
say. If the American 
effort 


grows larger, the costs would

The delta Viet Cong ar-3 mas- 


ters of camouflage, adapting 
their disguises like chameleons 
to the multicolored panorama — 
rice straw as they cross the 
paddyfields, muddied faces in 
canals, green leaves on their 
backs in a pineapple plantation. 


They can hide in a pond under 


the lotus blossoms, breathing 
through a rice straw, or plunge 
out of sight into a canal presum- 
ably 
drowning but 
actually 


crawling safe and sound into a 
tunnel with an underwater en- 
trance. 


Know Countryside 


The delta battalions know ev- 


ery inch of the countryside they 
fight upon, splitting into squads 
and using even public buses be- 
tween villages, their weapons 
hidden among vegetable bags. 
Deployed across a province, one 
battalion can strike at a score of 
places and reassemble next aft- 
ernoon. 


When Americans ride boats 


they check now to see that no 
Viet Cong are dinging to the 
wttoms, ready to emerge from 
the water, pop grenades into the 
liatcnes and swim away. . 


When making medical calls 


on supposedly pacified delta 
villages, U.S. troops keep a 
sharp lookout. All too often snip- 
ers will fire right into the medi- 
cal group, seemingly uncon- 
cerned that civilians might be 
hit. Instead of turning the villag- 
ers away from the Viet Cong 
incidents like this tend to turn 
the villagers inwards, enhancing 
their suspicions and making 
them harder to reach.

There was provided an illuminating 


commentary on the changing issues in 
WiKonsin political affairs in the routine 
executive hearings the other day of the 
appropriation proposals of the Public 
Service Commission, for nearly half a 
century the agent of the people of the 
state in the regulation of public utilities 
and other public service corporations with 
a monopolistic character. , 


Once that state department was one of 


the most publicized and discussed in the 
entire family of state service divisions. Its 
policies and orders provided fuel' for 
political debate. The regulation of rail- 
roads, and to only a slightly lesser degree, 
the regulation of the rates and charges of 
electric, telephone and gas companies, 
were the best known and most closely 
watched activities at Madison. Rate orders 
were frequently disputed and appealed in 
the courts. Today it is rare that there is 
litigation following a decision. During the 
last year, the testimony showed, rate 
reductions 
of 
all 
kinds 
aggregati-.* 


$12,000,000 were achieved through negoti- 
ations with the parties. Scarcely any of 
them rated more than a routine press 
dispatch, and none of them that we 
remember caused more than a ripple of 
comment anywhere. 


The fact 
that 
there have been 


comparatively few major proposals for 
rate increases, for several years, is 
probably an indication of the increasing 
economic efficiency of the utilities. 


Today telephone service is virtually 


universal. Technological advances have 


made service more efficient, at a price that 
would have appeared miraculous to an 
earlier generation for comparable qe>ility. 
Transmission of electrical power hai been 
improved similarly, with new techniquei 
and vast new inter-connections that make 
it perfectly possible that the energy used 
in a local home may represent power 
generated in another state. 


The Wisconsin law for decades has 


required the Public Service Commission to 
consider a reasonable return for the utility 
investors, and a fair charge and reliable 
performance for the benefit of users, in 
the adjudication of rate cases. On the basis 
of the public reaction, we would judge that 
the commission for the last decade or two 
has been functioning to the satisfaction of 
both parties. 


Yet there may be some clouds on the 


horizon, as Chairman Padrutt candidly 
informed Gov. Knowles during his budget 
discussions. Traditionally the 
accepted 


standard as a rate of return for the 
utilities for the quality of service asked for 
Wisconsin consumers has been around six 
per cent .on the rate base. The question 
now, he said, is whether that traditional 
standard can be maintained, in an era 
when the cost of money is rising beyond 
that level. Will the permitted return rise 
to seven per cent, for example? The 
chairman of the regulatory agency appear- 
ed to be preparing us for the possibility.

question then will be whether

A Detroit firm, specializing in engi- 


neering and designing of parking struc- 
tures, was selected from among a large 
field of architects and designers who had 
indicated interest in the city's off-street 
parking facility. Bids were obtained and 
construction costs were an estimated 
$75,000 lower than anticipated. 


Throughout the planning for the new 


structure, which will be four stories high, 
hold 450 cars, and feature an express down- 
ramp to expedite movement of vehicles, 
the Parking Commission made recommen- 
dations to the 
Council. They were 


thoroughly aired before being approved, 
including the fact the structure will be 
metered with parking around the clock. 


With this background, and the record 


on the project quite clear, it would appear 
unrealistic at this point to talk about 


making basic changes in the original 
planning for the ramp, such as having 
attendant or mechanical device parking in 
lieu of installing meters, and possibly 
eliminating the elevator to be installed at 
the west end of the attractive ramp. 


Originally, construction plans called for 


two elevators at a cost of about $100,000 
but a decision was made to install one for 
the convenience of those who have to get 
to the second, third and fourth levels 
where their vehicles are parked. 


Designers, planners, traffic engineers 


and construction experts were contracted 
to give Appleton the best parking facility 
possible within economic reason. This they 
have done. So, let's not tamper with the 
overall plan now because a few amateurs 
suddenly claim to have all the answers .in 
conflict with those which the city paid 
experts to get months ago when the ramp 
was in the planning stage. 


Any individuals or group wishing to

Roof of f he Aid Problem 


Undersecretary of State Eugene Ros- 


tow, speaking at the closing session of the 
ministerial^ meeting of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development, 
proposed that still another aid plan be 
arranged to help the underdeveloped 
countries. Under Rostow's proposal, mem- 
ber countries would give money to a fund 
which would be used principally for 
agriculture, especially the encouragement 
of private investment in such fields as 
fertilizer, pesticides, irrigation, machinery 
and research on crops and soils. 


The proposal was not greeted with 


much enthusiasm and the final commu- 
nique from the organization merely said 
that more emphasis should be placed upon 
the development of agriculture and finding 
ways of stimulating private investment. 
Most delegates thought they were contrib- 
uting as much as they could to aid 
programs for underdeveloped countries. 


As Mr. Rostow pointed out, the 


Marshall Plan for Europe was originally 
conceived in far smaller terms than it 
eventually became. "The development 
problem seems to be the same, but 
infinitely more difficult. And the food 
problem in particular is one which the 
entire affluent society of the Northern 
Hemisphere must get to work on." Mr. 
Rostow is quite right but the question is 
how. 


According to various statistics and 


expert opinion, the gap between the rich 
countries and the poor ones has been 
increasing ever since the end of World 
War n. instead of narrowing as aid 
programs were supposed to accomplish. In 
part, the divergence is caused by the 
beginning of development. Better health, 
sanitation and medical care and knowl- 
edge in emerging countries has meant 


that more infants 
survive. But there 


is an ever-growing gap between increasing 
birth rates and the ability of domestic 
agriculture to provide food. The babies 
survive the childhood diseases that killed 
them a couple of decades ago only to 
become victims of starvation or at least 
malnutrition as they grow up. Their 
parents have not yet become aware of the 
need to limit families or the ways to 
increase food output. 


As American food surpluses, once the 


cause of so much controversy and cost, 
fade away, there is an obvious need to find 
ways to stimulate increased agricultural 
output even in this country for the benefit 
of those who are hungry. One proposal at 
the 
meeting 
in Paris, 
attended by 


representatives of the 
United States, 


Canada, Japan and 18 Western European 
nations, was to begin to cut agricultural 
subsidies and put the money instead into 
aid programs. Theoretically the agricul- 
tural products would then be purchased by 
the fund programs and distributed in the 
underdeveloped countries. But this is only 
a stopgap measure. In the long run there 
must be more and better efforts in the 
poor countries to use to the best advantage 
the agricultural know-how of the advanced 
countries. Their own government apathy as 
well as faulty mechanics of dispensing 
information has been at fault in many 
areas. And it simply takes time as well as 
pressure to get people to jump, not merely 
several decades, but often centuries of 
knowledge. 


The problem is not only one of 


humanitarianism. Finding ways to help 
people help themselves is a move toward a 
more stable world with less chance for 
totalitarian 
conquest 
or the 
constant 


revolts that mean practical anarchy.

NEW YORK (AP) — U.S. 


family income is going up 
nearly three times as fast as 
the cost of living, according to 
a study by Meinhard-Commer- 
cial Corporation. 


Last year's median family 


income of $6,882 — the amount 
which divided all incomes into 
two equal groups, one higher 
and one lower — increased 44 
per cent over the 1956 figure.
